Referring now to Figs. 1 - 6, the accessory pocket attachment of the present invention, generally 
indicated by the numeral 10, is shown. It can be seen that the pocket 10 is designed for 
attachment to a garment 12, which is preferably an outergarment such as a ski parka. One of the 
primary objectives of the invention is to provide a means to allow a user to selectively display an 
identification card, ski pass, or other document in an outdoor environment without the 
inconvenience of having to go through a pocket to pull out and open a wallet. To that end, the 
pocket 10 includes an enclosure 13 having a transparent window 14 behind which an 
identification card can be disposed. The enclosure 13 is sized to contain other items as well. A 
protective covering or flap 15 is attached to the garment 12 in such a way as to provide 
waterproofing a water and ice repelling closure for the enclosure 13, the flap 15 being movable 
between open and closed positions to allow for selectively displaying the identification card as 
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
